We hi«vo •raftofaM with pH-n- 
I'ul anxiety the priijrrvsoi <>;' the tlTorl made 
by tue enemies <jf our oountry to liave mar- 
tial law removed from our SiaU>, th«* troo|*s 
withdrawn from Kentucky, and Qmmnl 
Palmer relieved from the eommaud of this 
departnnut. our hearts anuost sank in 
deep md. ufv and gloom when we saw two 
more oi cur tieuerals, liramlette and 
Smith, go over In the enemy, Mi I when the 
removal of martial law was promulgated 
we began to fear that our menus in \Vitfth- 
iugton had fbrgctte.i mir Ioiik night of 
troubles and privations for loyalty's sake. 
But we hoped oo, even amid-t the victo- 
rious shouts of the euemv, and our reward 
eame in the Ku«ta;;iing oi' General Palmer 
by the Administration. 

Away down here in Simpson county, 
where loyalty is chafeU-iied by patience and 
long suffering, where our citiz- ns have 
been murdered and their properly taken 
by guerrillas, ;we are not so squeamish 
about military iuterlerenee with civil af- 
fairs as tho* who h:<\e <•: j v. i ■ greater 
degree ol security, and tuHered l--ss IVou- 
the consequences of b?cossiou. Neither itre 
we deceived by the Lowl of those baae, L;> ,>- 
ocrilical dogs who went over to the rebuie, 
and are joining Uie so-e.ilk-d Conse: vat :ves, 
in their clamor alxiut *'u8ur t ialio:i.-. o» 
power" and "military uespoli-m." We 
have not f>mrhi through the fMMfctaiaSOl 
a four years war to be now frightened lrotn 
the "Union train" without fii>t giving bat- 
tle. We hear the shoius of lh< ir MMMl Villi 
steady nerves and hearts unappalled; and 
though our numUrs are few. we have an 
unwavering faith lh:it th«- ju:-tiee Ot' our 
cause will yet bring us a fruit: ul and a per- 
manent victory. 

You have heard, perhaps that a millen- 
nial quietude reigns in this country; that 
there is no longer any necessity for soldiers 
or military lorces in this part of the StaV-, 
that the civil authorities are quite siilbYieiit 
to execute ail their legitimate fuLutiOus, 
and that the laws of the iBfisI ■iwrfj provide 
lor tu* projection of every emzeu in the 
lull enjoyment of life, dbertv and property. 
The reb.ds and copperheads will t^ll you 
ibis any day you are silly enough to ask 
them; but they will not tell you that 
Harper, Qimblin, Hester, Muy, Green and 
Foster who have murdered linant, Traver- 
stead, Green, Payu, Novel and a score of 
others are to be seen in this county almost 
any day, loaded down vital piatata, defying 
Ihe civil authorities. They will not point 
out the ■ mn at Union men who sail hover 
around iMi littie tow n, working by the day 
because they leel au insecurity at their 
homes in the country. They will n >i ineii- 
tiou the names of hay of our loyal citizens 
who have sold their possessions in this 
county and sought homes is Northern 
States", beca use t heir Dni< nisin 'tflended the 
rebels, and they could not stay in. this 
county in s^cuntv. Th.-y will not lell you 
that only a few nights ago a certain rebel 
citizen went »-ll over town raving like a 
mad buli, swearing that he wanted to kill 
an Abolitionist. Tnai the same thing was 
repeated by another Bahri last night, auu 
that to-day another charged his horse 
through all our srreets, sv e tring that he 
was a rebel, and was giad <>1 it; tnat he tlid 
not care for any damned Yauk-e, and that 
he wanted to light Aboli'ionisui. Oh, no; 
they will tell you none of these things, nor 
of the artindrtd other ut. mi uaka!>le evi- 
dences of the trouble we will have when 
the fear of military arrtsts no longer re- 
strains them. 

You must not judge our Feet, ity by that 
of our "copperhead" neighbors, for why 
should they fear molestation bOM the 
rebels? Have thev not gone beyond the 
traitors themselves in denouncing our late 
Chie! Magistrate as a tyrant and a usurper, 
whose efforts were not s < much diiec.eu to 
the restoration of the Union as thej W0U 
to lh" emancipation of the slaves? Have 
tuey not gone even beyond bout i Carolina 
in tbeir Oj»p *itiun to negro freedom? au.t 
do they not join the rebels iu the effort to 
save slavery iu this Slate, and crush out the 
progress of liberty, far more heartily than 
ibey ever uniU-d wi.h the loyal people of 
the North in any scheme to save and per- 
petuate the Union ?

and i he restoring of the privilegeof the writ 
of habeas corpus, and denounce every one 
who do not join them in abusing the Gov- 
ern ment and the policy in regard to negro 
slavery. Such is the Unionism that will 

ox . mo the loyalty of any rebel who has a 
claim against the "Government, and stand 
silently by and rejoice to eee "radicals" 
driven from the country by persecution. 
What hole in hell is hoi enough for those 
base-born d<>g* and recreant lick-spittles, 
who, when the rebels were in arms and the 
country iu danger, sought the protection of 
the Federal armies without sharing its dan-

The saint John's Calamity— Thrilling 

aooaauht by au Kaon Wlfraa P o a a no 
g^i> **i>!a-hiiig in Boiling Water. 

Il rom the hew York Tribuiu.Ott. 30.1 

A gor.tlemau who was on board the boat 
at the time of the explosion gives the fol- 
lowing thrilling account: 

I think the accident occurred a few 
minutes be lorn six in the morning. At 
least I remember that it was just twenty 
minutes before six when I arose from my 
berth to dress myself, as I thought we must 
be nearing the city, and I wanted to be on 
shore as soon as possible. My state-room 
was situated in the lorward part of the 
cabin on the port side. I looked out of the 
window and saw that the western sky was 
jusi brightening with the reflection of day- 
light from the east, and then, opening the 
door, stepped out into the saloon, which 
was dimly lit, only one or two burners of 
the main chandelier being lighted. 

1 had hardly reached the center of the sa- 
loon, on my way out to the open air, before 
i • id a otrange report which thrilled DM 
with unaccountable apprehension. It was 
not so mud as it was deep aud terrible. I 
once heard some gun-cotton explode in a 
OiOM apartment, and the present report 
re-euiuled thut nearer than anything 1 can 
compare it to. It was immediately fol- 
lowed by a terrible shock, which shook 
every piank iu the steumer; and before I 
could make up my mind what it meant, 1 
saw the side oi' the saloon, a short distance 
in trout of the wheelhouse, smashed iu as it 
by a cannon shot, with a terrible crashing 
sound, accompanied by one wild yell which 
rings in my ears at this moment with ter- 
riole distinctness. 

A |>OOt cloud of steam rushed through 
the aperture, speedily tilling the entire sa- 
loon; but tirst I saw :t shapeless mass flying 
across the cabin. This proved to be the 
corpse of a cuild, who had been sleeping in 
stateroom No. L2S, I thiuk, although 1 am 
not certain. I heard the engines slop. A 
great light illuminated the saloon through 
.he drifting stream. I gavo myself up lor 
lost, and for a moment could not stir. The 
steam was almost immediately followed b> 
vast bodies of hot water, which seemed to 
burst into the saloon iu a perfect deluge. It 
covered the Uoor so rapidly that 1 had just 
time enough to spring and gain a hold on 
the main ctiandelier before u was Seething 
u;uier my feet. 

In a few seconds I was securely perched 
ohooo ih^ water, but I witnessed a scene of 
destruction aud horror which will abide 
-.. ith nie to my dying day. The water did 
not spout or gush into the saloon— it abso- 
lutely poured in. Had it not had the ap- 
pearance of being boiling hot I should have 
thought that we were sinking, and that the 
broad river itself was engulliug us. 

Then there occurred a terrible scene 
among the passengers, most of whom were 
■wloop in their berths at the time of the ex- 
plosion. The impulse which nearly all of 
HMM obeyed, upon being rudely awakened 
and terrified by the shock, was to spring to 
thOatoor, and their screams and yelia as 
their lV-et went ankle-deep into the sc tiding 
flo-nl ; ro 'iteraily indescribable. Few oi 
UkOOJ had presence of mind enough toclimb 
a. :iiti into their bunks; but in a few m«i- 
mei.i-s, or rather seconds, the saloon was 
T>eopled with terror-strickeu and agonized 
forms, mostly in their night-clothes, splash- 
ing wildly about iu the boiling water. 

One man, in his agony, tried to pull me 
from my perch; but, by repeated directions, 
1 at length induced hiui to get upon a 
chair. I saw a mother, with a little child 
on either arm, dashing frantically through 
the voter, and every time she would lilt up 
her naked feet I could see that they were 
boiled to a crimson hue. Reaching down, 
1 lift-d one of the children to my side; but 
she let thw other one fall into the water, 
scalding it severely, but not fatally, I 
think, before I could also possess myself of 
it. I then s< iz d her by the hair, and as- 
sisted her to a position on a chair, where 
s!.e i anaged to stand until the water had 
oabaided. 

I might relate numerous other instances, 
but, in all conscience, the above ara korii- 
ble enough. The water snb-ided ver3 T rap- 
idly—it having all run out in a very few 
minutes after its appearance. But the 
groans and shrieks of the scalded and mu- 
tilated whs the mpst dreadful experience ol 
my life. In about lifteeu minutes after 
MM « .-plosion the ferry-boat Morn-town 
came alongside and took off about two 
hundred and fifty or the passengers. 

Several of the passengers oecupyiug the 
staterooms immediately adjacent to the ex- 
p!i»i.->n were hurled from their berths com- 
pletely across the saloon, and terribly man- 
gled, vhile fit hero were literally belled in 
their beds. 



Mather aud Daughter in Court.

retaryoi War confirmed the decision of 
General Terry. But neither Generals 
Meade nor Grant passed upon the applica- 
tion oi General Wise at all. The applica- 
tion p oe o o d through their offices when both 
vere aboent, and the Secretary of War did 
not refer the application to the Secretary of 
tiie Treasury, who alone could restore the 
land from the possession of the Freedmen's 
Bureau. 

The Richmond Whig, in discussing the 
negro question, after asserting that "as a 
general rule, the late masters of the negroes 
are, and d permitted, will continue to be, 
the best and truest friends of those who 
wt . • • cent ly their slaves, and many of the 
negroes feel and admit that such is the 
fact," proceeds to say that the planters are, 
for the most part, reconciled t<» the altered 
condition of affairs, and concludes thus: 
'1. : Northern radicals hold their tongues 
and forego all interference with what dees 
not concern them, and let the negroes of the 
South be reniittted to the management of 
the white men of the South, who thorough- 
ly understands their natures aud necessi- 
ties, and we sincerely believe that both 
will work harmoniously together for 
the good of both, and for the common in- 
terest of the whole country." 

Bedford Hrown, formerly a United Stales 
Senator, offers himself as a candidate for 
Congress iu the Fifth District of North Car- 
olina. He declares himself honestly anx- 
kXM io aid i:i the work of restoration. In 
his address he says: "During the entire 
war, I have no doubt, if the freedoui of 
■ eiiiiiou had not been suppressed, t h.it North 
Carolina was, at all times, iu favor of an 
honorable settlement of the question. Sueh 
were my own anxious wishes, as I always 
regarded a dissolution of the Union as bring- 
ing with it military despotism and the abo- 
lition of slavery. Those who were in power 
at Richmond, however, pursued a different 
OMiree, and the result has been such a sacri- 
fice as no people have suffered. The resto- 
ration of the Federal Union gives assurance 
of peace and civil liberty. Disunion is civil 
war, anarchy, military despotism and all 
its attendant evils. The re-establishment 
of the Federal Union nobly vindicates the 
principles of republican freedom, and pro- 
ei.:;iiis the great principle so much denied 
by title orders— that man is capable of sell- 
government. 

The Montgomery Mail defends the Con- 
ventl in f . voting to repudiate tho war 
debt, incurred by the State. It says: If, as 
VOfl at one timo contemplated, the respec- 
tive Stales had indorsed tho Confederate 
debt pre rota, it would havo been absurd to 
contend thai Alabama should now iu honor 
pay her share of that debt. It would have 
worked untold hardship, and impoverished 
tho people for generations to come. The 
present state of affairs is bod enough. We 
bare the old State debt upon us, our dis- 
tributive share of the Federal war debt, 
aud the onerous revenue taxation; and but 
iittle left Da to pay with. If upon the bulk 
Of this were superadded the State Confeder- 
ate dt bt, and the State's distributive share 
of the Confederate debt, we would have had 
such a mountain of obligations to move 
under, that the hope of futuio prosperity 
would havo been crushed out for all time. 

Ju<t before its ndj >urument, the North 
Carolina State Conveutiou adopted these 
resolutions ucunimoiisiy : 

Resolved by the Delegates of the People 
of North Carolina, iu Convention assem- 
bled, That the Administration of Andrew 
Johnson, President of the United Stales, 
has been eminently national and conserva- 
tive, embracing every section of this repub- 
lic; and that he is entitled to the gratitude 
of the people of this State for the manifes- 
tation of his purpose to secure to ihem, at 
as early a day as is practicable, the restora- 
tion t;l their constitutional rights in the 
L'liio-; Mad that W. H. Holden, Provision- 
al Governor, deserves our thauks for his 
zealous aud faithful labors to the same 
end. 

Resolved, That copies of tho above reso- 
lution be transmitted by tho Presideut of 
this Convention to President Johnson and 
Gov. Holden. 

Mr. T. M. Matthews wants to represent 
t!te Firsi Congressional Districtof Alabama. 
That the people may know who he is, 
should he bj> planted, we subjoin the fallow- 
ing account, which he gives of himself in 
his card: "My political career has been 
brief. I La\o always been a planter by 
proles.- ion mid occupation, and, prior to 
1660, had never sought or taken any person- 
al part in politics; but iu that year, owing 
to the disturbed state of the country, ana 
the neat interest involved, I was induced 
to violate the settled routiue of my life, by 
taking a personal part in polities, and be- 
coiaio^ a candidate on the Conservative or 
Co-operative ticket iu this county, for the 
convention then about to assemble; believ- 
ing that to be a better aud safer way than 
M0000i0B. M 

The Augusta (Ga.) Chroniclo makes this 
explicit statement of one of the results of 
the vari "The result of tho war has com- 
pletely established one great fact in the 
history of tho Union. The permanency of 
our Government has often been questioned, 
and whether the bond of cohesion was suf- 
ficiently strong to withstand tho shock of 
internal strife, there can no longer remain 
any doubt in reflecting minds. For us and 
our posterity there will be but oue country 
and one Hag. Political parlies will arise 
and flourish as they have risen and flour- 
ished before, but th« decision of their differ- 
ill be left to the ballot instead of the 

bullet." 

The Georgia journals of secession procliv- 
itii s ma at feat a deep interest in the success 
ol Goneral Siocuui. The Augusta Tran- 
script devotes no less than two aud a half 
columns to praise of the few remarks made 
at the Albany meeting by the General. In 
the course oJ his dh.quisition the Transcript 
say.-: "Can we not all, North and Soutn, 
Fast and West, find in our common and 
tremendous necessities some broad plat- 
form wiiere we might consent to stand to- 
gether with propriety and patriotism? This 
m the great questiou of our national life, 
which, we wdi lind in the end, can not be 
peeON red by the edge of tho sword." 

Great indignation is manifested by the 
Raleigh Standard over the rumor which, it 
says, was current among the members of 
the conventiDii^that "Governor lioidra was 
iu the habit of making indorsements on the 
petitions for pardon that he forwards to 
Waahington Cily, and at the same timo 
putting a private mark upon them, to be 
nnderetOOd by parties la Washington, giv- 
ing different signification from the indorse- 
ment." It omphatically denies the report.

NOT UNCONSTITU- 
TIONAL. 

Missouri has achieved another \iclory 
<>\ er < isloyal and disorganizing men. The 
bitter controversy over the famous "T.-st 
Oath" is at last terminated it would seem, 
and to tbe lull vindication of her Constitu- 
tion, by the decisiou of her Supreme Court, 
delivered October 30. By the ninth section 
of article second of tho State Consti- 
tution, it is ordained that before any 
person can exercise any of the func- 
tions of priest, preacher, deacon or elder in 
any religious persuasion whatever, he must 
take in due form a certain oath. Penalties 
for disobedience are of. course prescribed. 

The returned rebels and those who have 
aided and abetted the rebellion, find this 
oath too searching for their past record and 
present sympathies. Many of them can- 
not take it without the blackeet perjury. 
Hut they seek to shift the odium of non- 
_ the organic law of their 
State, from themselves to that organic law, 
by saying that to require such an oath be- 
fore a man can perform the duties of a cer- 
tain calling, is of itself in contravention of 
the Constitution of the United States. The 
Stales are forbidden to pass "any bill of at- 
tainder or ex post facto laW," say they. 

Ou this ground, one John Cummins, cf 
Pike county, in that State, a priest of the 
Roman Catholic Church, continued to ex- 
erci-e the functions of priest without hav- 
ing complied with tho constitutional re- 
quirement. He was tried therefor iu the 
Circuit Court, and sentenced to line and 
imprisonment. He appealed to tfie Su- 
preme Court, but tae judgment of the 
lower court was affirmed. It is stated, how- 
ever, that the case is to be carried up to the 
United States Supreme Court by Mr. Gar- 
usehe. 

As it is, the highest judicial tribunal of 
the State declares that the requirements 
and penalties of this provision of its Cou- 
.uioii are not in conflict with the Consti- 
tution cf tbe United States. And tho rea- 
sons given by Judge Wagner, and con- 
curred iu by all his associates, must smite 
the anli-lest oath men like a revelation of 
their folly to fo ols.

AX UXAKPLE. 

Tiie position of Missouri to-day ought to 
help the re<>. g i.iz ug Southern States to see 
clearly the path !n which lies their rehabil 
itation and | rospc rity as civil commuui 
ties. In no Stale were tho evils of our civil 
war more bitterly and destructively active. 
With oue blow she frwept slavery from her 
domain by h.r organic law. She early 
marked out the straight and narrow way in 
which the rebellious within her border 
might reassumo the relations of loyal citi 
zens to the State. 

The conflict has been sharp, full of peril 
and bitterness. But her progress towards a 
stable and prosperous free community has 
been rapid. Her fruitful soil and medial 
climate, her forests of valuable timber and 
her great mineral wealth, have always at- 
tracted the attention of enterprise and capi 
tai in all parts of the Union. But the edict 
which slavery hurls against free labor and 
free speech turned the tide of immigration 
into other States. But now this is all 
changed. Tnat edict is revoked, never 
again to be revived. Her gates are thrown 
open to euterpriso and capital, with their 
ludispen au;<« safeguards, free speech and 
free labor. 

Accounts show a heavy tide of immigra- 
tion to tbe northern and western portions 
of the Stale. This tide is as yet confined to 
tho vicinity of the yreat thoroughfares of 
travel, the Haunibal & St. Joseph and the 
Pacific Railroads. When the south branch 
o! tho Pacific Railway is extended to the 
borders of the Slate, another large and rich 
section will be opened to settlers. 

Other Stales of the South and Southwest 
have only to imitate Missouri in dealing 
wi-.b the great questions of the hoar, if they 
would lay tu^ foundations for a 
as noble and rapid.

provement ol 

[Krom Baltimore Aniericau, 27th.] 
Rishop HilMfW, of the Melliodist 
Church, was expected to address the Balti- 
more Society for the Improvement of the 
Colored Race' which held its auuual meet- 
ing! u this city on Wednesday evening. 
As our reaciers are aware, the Bishop was 
not present. The following U tter, received 
too late to tie read at the meeting, explains 
tb» cause of the Bishop's absence: 

PninADKLPHiA, October 24, lstio. — Judge 
Roud— Honorable and Dear Sir: I am sor- 
ry to inform you that I cannot be present 
at your meeting on Wednesday evening. I 
especially regret tbr j , as I know that even- 
ing was selected to suit my conveniencet 
But ecclesiastical duties of which I was no. 
aware summon me in another direction. 
Will you have the kindness to inform your 
friends, and, if you consider it proper, the 
audience also, that I deeply regret my ina- 
bility to meet them? The cause is ono in 
which I feel a deep and abiding interest. In 
the Providence of God, by the removal of 
slaverv from our land nearly four millions 
ha\o 'been added to our free population. 
These are necessarily uneducated, and 
many of them depraved. The Christian 
and the philanthropist alike inquire what 
can be done to improve their condition, 
and it seems to me that, however men may 
diner in other matters, nearly all will agree 
that we should aid them in procuring homos 
for their families, appropriate spheres for 
labor, aud such education, both in arts and 
in letters, as will prepare them to be useful 
lo society. Duty to ourselves, as well as 
duty to them, imperatively requires this, if 
we wonld have purity and prosperity 
among us. And I rejoice that in many 
parts of the South Christian men and 
women are ready to work in this cause. In 
.Maryland you have taken tbe lead, and, M 
far as I know, Baltimore ha« done more 
lor the colored people in this way than any 
other city in which slavery raeestly 
existed. 

You have a great field before you. Many 
will misunderstand you— some will mis- 
represent your purposes— but I trust that 
the society will move steadily forward, un- 
til all shall see that your labor tends to uni- 
versal peace and stood order. Tbe accounts 
which 1 received at the recent Conlereiico 
in Washington of the schools established in 
your city, and the influence which thoy ex- 
ert even in distant neighborhoods, were to 
me very gratifying. I pray that God may 
bless your labors, and that you may be 
strengthened to persevere until the oppor- 
tunities for a good education shall be with- 
in tho reach of every mind which God has 
made. Your?, truly,

Mr. A. A. II. Stuart, elected lo Congress 
from the Charlottes\ ille district, Va., in a 
published letter, admits tbat "though he 
neither sought nor held any public posi- 
tion during the war," yet he "gave aid, 
countenance, and even encouragement in 
every way I could to my gallant, though 
misguided, countrymen." The interesting 
question is here raised how uiuch less "mi. - 
guided" was Mr. Sluart than tho country- 
men of whom ho speaks, since their offense 
consisted only in aiding thn rebellion and 
he did the same "in every way he could." 
Mr. Stuart finding himself unable to take 
the oath for the above reason, instead ol 
attaining to a glimmering conception that 
his own guilt embarrasses him, charges tbe 
guilt on Congress. He says: "Congress, in 
its extreme anxiety to exclude disloyal 
men from office, has itself been guilty of a 
serious, and I fear dangerous, violation ol 
popular riyht, and of the unconstitutional 
prerogatives of the Executive aud Judicial 
departments."

In (Jongrusa in detiancoof law, but assume.; 
to charge with guilt the Government which 
passed the law, is worthy of the palmy 
days iu which there aro no second families. 
—Chicago Tribune.

Important Decision— »I>r*y Tickets Tax- 
able. 

Treasury Department, 
Office of Internal Revknuk, 
Washington, 0;-.t. X5, 1x15. 
Sir: Y'our letter of the 20th inst., inclos- 
ing several so-called dray tickets, has been 
received. 

Mv opinion is that thoy are all subject to 
stamp duty as receipts for the delivery of 
property. Some of them are signed, while 
others are not; and as regards the liability 
of the former to stamp duty there can be 
no doubt. They have all tho ingredients of 
receipts, aud as such must be considered as 
coming within the provisions of the reve- 
nue law, rendering it necessary they should 
ba stamped bef re being issued to bo valid 
and effectual, nnd prevent the liability to a 
jienalty from being incurred. There are 
some of the tickets or receipts which are uot 
signed, but the letters "O. K." are written 
at the bottom In lieu or tho signature, as it 
would seem, aud they embrace packages, 
boxes, ifcc, to be delivered to various per- 
sons, and when delivered, as it seems, were 
checked off by the individual to whom the 
delivery was made. 

Are these receipts, or simply memoran- 
dums, is the question to be ironsiderenl? It 
appears quite evident from the mode of 
transacting the business as well as the 
terms of the tickets or receipts themselve s, 
thai the intention was to show that the 
proper parties had come duly into posses- 
sion of the packages, ifcc., mentioned in 
such receipts, and although only check- 
marks appear, and the letters 6. K. are 
signed at the foot of the same, as aforesaid; 
the parties making them are bound there- 
by; and should it become necessary to u«e 
them as instruments of evidence their real 
names might be shown. 

And the s<ime might be said had any 
other letters, figures, marks, signs, or char- 
acters been used or adopted. To issue* such 
receipts, unstamped, is an evasion of the 
law, not to lie tolerateel by those whose duty 
it is toVe thnt tho Revenue Laws are prop- 
erly enforced, nnd one which, in all proba- 
bility, would not receive the sanction of the 
courts. 

Whether these evasions were intentional 
or unintentional, does not alfect the ques- 
tion of their liability to stamp daty, thou h 
it might have an important bearing on the 
liability of the parties to the penalty incur- 
red for issuing them without being previ- 
ously .'damped. They may now, however, 
bo stamped and made effectual in the man- 
ner provided by law.

The Policy of Secretary McCulloch In- 
dorsed by the New York Chamber of 
Commerce. 

N EW York, November 2.— The Chamber 
of Commerce held its regular monthly 
meeting this afternoon. Resolutions were 
adopted approving of the sentiments ex- 

Eressed by the Secretary of the Treasury in 
is speech at Fort Wayne, hs well as his re- 
cent action regarding the f50,000,000 of legal 
tender notes, thus giving assurance of his 
determination to exert his influence and 
authority iu favor of an early return to spe- 
cie payment. The Chamber also expressed 
its emphatic conviction of the necessity of 
prompt but cautious movements in the di- 
rection of the curtailment of the currency, 
and enters, in advance, its emphatic pro- 
tect against any appeals that may be made 
to Congress, at its approaching session, to 
increase the issue of national bank curren- 
cy beyond the amount already authorized, 
or the issue of another dollar of paper 
money in any form. Copies of the resolu- 
tions were iorwarded to the President and 
Secretary of the Treasury.

Authentic News from Mexico— Arrival of 
a Liberal General lu New York. 

New York, November 2.— By the arri- 
val yesterday of Gen. Agulril, military 
commander of the State of Coahulia, of the 
Republic of Mexico, we learn that General 
Kscovado was at Custio, in Cohuila, about 
GO miles west of Matamoras, ou the 20th 
and 25th of September last, with bis forces 
scattered all over that State and New Leon, 
acting* entirely on the defensive, and har- 
rassiug the Frenc h by bushwhacking. 

Gen. Aquerrabo states that Leon and 
others were more than 100 miles from Mat- 
moras waiting the return of Gen. Carvijal 
with meaus and elements of war. He as- 
serts that the reported defeat of the Libe- 
rals at Matamoras, if true, must be of the 
bandit Continas, who has no lag. Uesays 
that the whole mass of the Mexican poople 
will rise and exterminate the French aa 
soou as they can get arms and ammunition.
